Another Bomb Explosion—Police Insist 
the^ Attempt W as the 
Work of 
a Lunatic—Crowds 
Parade 
the 
Streets Shouting “ Down With Em­ 
peror William.” 


Paris, Sept. I.—Paris is in a ferment. 
The whole city seems to have gone 
crazy over the Russian alliance, and 
at a late hour last night a crowd of 
men with flags and banners and shout­ 
ing “Down with Emperor 
William!” 
and “Long live France!” marched to­ 
ward the Elysee palace, where it was 
banally dispersed by the police. 
President Faure’s triumphal return 
to Paris from his visit to Russia was 
marred .by a bomb explosion, but for­ 
tunately no one was injured. 
The president arrived at the North­ 
ern railroad station from Dunkirk at 
G o’clock Tuesday evening. Enormous 
crowds lined the roads and the presi­ 
dent was warmly acclaimed. 
Three minutes after the 
president 
had passed the Madeleine a bomb was 
exploded inside the 
railings 
around 
the church. Two arrests followed im­ 
mediately and the railed inclosure was 
closed by the police, who began an 
active investigation into the outrage. 
Nobody was injured by the explos­ 
ion, but the affair following so closely 
upon others of a similar nature caused 
the greatest excitement. 
At the pre­ 
fecture of police the bomb explosion is 
not attributed to anarchists, but it is 
rather believed to be the work of the 
lunatic who was responsible for prev­ 
ious similar affairs. It is believed that 
the men arrested for complicity in the 
explosion are innocent, and all of them 
have been released.

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. I.—The seven­ 
teenth meeting of the Farmers’ Nation­ 
al congress of the United States was 
called to order at the capitol, in the 
hall of representatives, by President B. 
F. Clayton of Indianola, Iowa, Tuesday 
morning. 
The opening session was 
not largely attended. 
The delegate 
representation in the congress does not 
at its maximum exceed 500. In his an­ 
nual address President Clayton said: 
“The farmer reads little, and is often 
doubtful that he is the better from that 
little; from it he learns more things to 
brood over without finding a remedy. 
He brushes so little against a world 
of w hich he is so important a part that 
the world practically ignores his exist­ 
ence. He is enrolled on the tax list, 
but canceled in the catalogue of those 
who levy taxes. He is registered in 
the poll book, but disfranchised of the 
privileges and immunities of a citizen. 
Those engaged in agricultural pursuits 
are a majority of all the people, yet 
we cannot if we would close our eyes 
to the fact that this majority is prac­ 
tically without voice in shaping public 
affairs. 
“I am not an alarmist: I take no 
pride in making war on any organiza­ 
tion or institution that has for its ob­ 
ject the greatest good to the greatest 
number of people. 
I bid them god­ 
speed and a magnificent success in all 
legitimate enterprises; but I hope and 
believe there will never come an hour 
when the congress of the United States 
will purposely give its consent to the 
building up of trusts and combinations 
for the control of the prices of the 
necessaries of human existence.”

In 1886 be closed out his in­ 
ter cst in Fond du Lac, and placing 
his son, George W. A+besro, Jr , in 
chargeoftke Revere House, Mr. Ath­ 
earn went to Oshkosh to look after 
certain mining property in which he 
had acquired an interest. 
He soon 
drifted back into the hotel business 
again, however, by securing control 
of the Colby House at Ashland, and 
erecting a large hotel building joining 
onto that well known property, the 
two bang merged into one, establish­ 
ment and christened “The Athearn,” 
making it one of the leading botels In 
that section.

Strain of Packing Freight Across 
the Mountains—Sample Outfit of a

Thomas Sammons, who 1b now in 
Tacoma, writes to The Gazette about 
the foolish gold seekers who are start­ 
ing for Alaska with winter just set­ 
ting in. 
He says: 
At present the Alaska mountain 
passes are almost impassable. 
Here­ 
tofore only a compaiutively few people 
went O’yer them. 
They, went during 
JEfebruary and March, and on top of 
the snow. 
They made no trail worthy 
of the name, and now all of a sudden 
three or four thousand people try to 
wedge through the mountain passes at 
once, and of course they get clogged 
and jammed. 
That would be the case 
even though the trails were in good 
condition. 
By next spring, however, 
the passes will be in fair shape and 
those who wait until next spring will 
have the advantage of the work that 
is now being done by the great crowd 
now goirg in.

started are so enthusiastic they will 
never turn back. 
A few have never-* 
theless,given up the fight for gold 
and have come home. 
Yesterday one 
youDg man, the son of a

His name is Hill Hudson and 
be is a very sick young man. 
He was 
fitted out with a fine outfit and his 
parents were reluctant in allowing the 
ooy to go. 
He is seventeen years of 
age and of athletic build.

ing an outfit 
across the mountains 
was too much for him. 
His kidneys 
were affected to much that it would 
probably have killed him to continue 
the

thirty miles for every mile of headway 
made.
